Laws againſt Profaneneſs. 


AN CHAP. I. 


A ſummary Account of the Laws made againſt 
profuſe, idle, cuſtomary and expenſive Tip+ 
ling ; and againſt ſinfal, cuſtomary and pro- 
fane Drunkenneſs; and againſt keeping Pla- 
ces or Houſes of unlawful Games. 


Ome of. our! Chronologers tell us, that the 
Danes were the tirft and principal Introducers 
and Promoters of the i rate, profule 
and ſinful Vice of exceſſive Carouling, Quat- 

ng and Drinking, which by their Example did {o 
influence the People of, this Kingdom, that in a (mall 
time it arrived to that height of Vanity, that Edger 
the ſeventeenth King of the Weſt-Saxons, , and tult 
ſole Saxon Monarch of. England, in order to the re- 
firaining and curbing the growth of che faid debauch- 
ed'-Vanity and finfa] Vice, did ordain certain Cups 
or Pots, with Gages, Pins. or Marks in them, and ap- 
pointed a Penalty to-be inflicted upon every one that 
preſume to drink beyond the limited Gage ; 

which Ordinance of his poſſibly might in ſome mea- 
lure abate the exorbitant Practice of this = 
Ic - 
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Wickedneſs ; yet the Practice thereof was never 
wholly laid aſide, eſpecially in the times of Peace 
and 1 ranquillity. 

And upon the Union of the Kingdoms of England 
and Scotland, by the Acceſſon of King James the 
Firſt ro the, Crown of «his\Realm, the Muydy and 
Hearts of the Pedple were1& elevated with thepro- 
{pet and great aſſurances they propounded to them- 
ſelves of the future Tranquillity, Peace, Plenty, Hap- 
pine(s and great Profperigy that in all probability was 
thereby likely to enſue, that they thereupon became 
les inda{trioas and laborious in their ſeveral Callings, 
Trades, Arts; Mytlterics, Profrfhons, and ways of 
getting their. Liveliboods, pr, did much indulge 
themlclves- ua the- pleaſant en ;ymn of frequent 
and frotick Societyy by them ll Good-fe]lowtbip, 
which oft-times happened to be- with ſuch expence 
of Time and Money too, that many of their Famiy 
lies became miich impoveriſhed ' thereby : And the 
arrient, trite and 'principal aſe of Inns, Alchogfer, 
and Vidtualing-houfes being for the Receipty, Re+ 
lief and Lodging of fuch 'People as are not able 
x reater ities to make their Proviſion 

iQuals common Tipling, Houſes, and 
places of Emertainnent, and Harbour of - lewd 
ard idle People,” to (pend and conſume their "Money 
and their Tiitie in! lewd and dranken manner, corr- 
trary to the trace meaning of the principal intended 
Purpdles of fach' Houſes3/- as the Parliament: the 
hiſt Year of Kin Tamtis the Fitlt obſerves.

And it is alſo EnaQted, ** That the Keepers of Ta» 
5 verns, and fuch as do fcll Wine'in their Hoaſes 
* and doalfo krep Inns or Vietualling-houſes, hall 
* betaken to be within the faid two former Statuces, 
* and alſo within this Statute. 

If theſe Laws againſt inordinate and cuſtornary 
Tippling and Drunkennefs, were duly and effechual- 
Iypur in Execution, it would not only be greatly to 
OEfnoare God, but tend much to the Honours 

Credit of this Realm : And might alfo prove

very inſtrumental in the preventing many Families 
from Ruin, and becoming burdenfom and charge- 
able to the Places where they live and arc ſettled ; for 
many ingenious Handicraft-men, and other labori- 
ous and' working Perſons, are ſo bewitch*'d and 
charm'd wich che love of firong Drink, that what 
they carn wich hard ag the day, baving - 
: 
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ther tegard to their. own Credit, nor any Charity, 
Love or Kindneſs for their poor Wives and Families, 
they embezle and ſpend at Night, in paotule, idle, 
and inſatiable Tipling and Drunkennels, amongſt 
their debguched Comnades, when at the ſame time 
perhaps their poor Families at home are ready to 
tharve for want of Bread. 

| (hall therefore in the next Chapter acquaint theſe 
obſtinate, preſumptuous, agd vitious Perſons, with 
ſome Texts of Scripture againſt theſe their (nful 
Courſesggin hopes that the peruſal and ſerious Con- 
lideration of therh,, may bring them to a fight and 
ſenſe of their Wickednels, and work fore Reforma- 
tion in them. 

But befoxe 1 proceed to the next Chapter, I think 
it will not be amiſs iſ we give a brief Account here, 
of the Laws made again(t Keepers of Play-houſes 
and unlawful Games 3 of which Offences many Inn- 
keepers, Alchouſe- keepers and Victuallers aze guilty.

Runkenneſsis a Vice not fit to be named (ſays 
a learned Divine) much leſs to be practiſed a- 
mongſt Chrittansz nay, we are forbid not ſo much 
aS to look upon the 'Wine' when it is red, when it 
tpukles in the Cup ; or.to riſe up carly in the Morn- 
ing 10 follow drink that is ſtrong, a5 appears by the 
places of Scriptuze befazecited in the lalt prectding 
Chapter. 

And we read that Pitticus the Mitelenian Philoſo- 
pher, and one of the (even wiſe men of Greece, made 
* Law, chat whoſoever committed a Crime when he 
was drunk, ſhould: be puniſhed double, both for the 
Offence committed, and allo for being drunk. And 
Solon another of the ſeven wile men of Greece, and 
the famous Law-giver to the Arbeniang, ordained, 
that if any Pance were taken drunk ſhauld be 
put to death. 

Noah that Holy Patriarch drinking too much 
Wine, not only diſcovered his own ſhame, but al 
was the occation of the cruel Curſe which the Lard 
ſenr uponthe Polterity of Cham, which even to this 
day lieth hard upon them. 

And Lot though he hated the Sin of S-dom, 2nd 
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eſcaped the Puniſhment thercof ; yet being, overcome 
with o Wine of the Mountains, he committed-Inceſt 
with his own Daughters, and made a new Sodom of 
his own Family. 

Balthaſar rioting and revelling amongſt his Whores, 
had the end of his Life and Kingdom denounced a- 
gainſt him by a bodilels Hand, writing upon the Wall 
the Lord's Decree, 

And whilſt Helofernes beſotted his ſences with ex- 
ceſs of Wine, and good Chear, Judith found means 

to cut off his Head, 

Alexander the Great, having invited many of 
his Favourites and Captains to a Supper, propound- 
ed a Crown in reward to him that ſhould drink molt 3 
ſo one in the Company ſwallowed up four Steans of 
Wine, being in value worth tix hundred Crowns, 
and ſo won the Prize, but loſt a greater Prize, (ws... 
his Life) for ke ſurvived not three days after ; and 
one and forty of the reſt that did frive with him for 
Conqueſt, dycd alſo to bear him Company at his 
Death, as they had done in the Frolick. 

Alexander allo himſelf was fo addicted to the ex- 
cels of drinking Wine, and was oft-times fo dil- 
tempered therewith, that ſometimes he kill'd his 
Friends at the Table in his drunken thts, whom in 
{obriety he loved dearelt. 

Cyrillus a Citizen of Hippen, had a drunken Son, 
who in the midit of his Drunkenne(s, kilPd his own 
Mother great with Child, and his Father alio that en- 
deavoured to retirain his drunken Fury 3 and would 
have raviſhed his Siſter, had the not !trugled fore agd 
made her eſcape, nog without many wounds, 

Thaee not far from Hon ington, to my own knows 
ww I my Author) being overcharged with Drink, 
periſhed 


A 
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periſhed by Drowning 3 when being not able to rule 
their Horſes, they were carried by them into the main 
Stream, from whence they never came out again 2- 
live, but left behind chem viſible marks of God's 
Juſtice, for the Terror and Example of others. 

Upon the Coaſts of Bobernia, Amo 155 1. five 
drunken men quathng, together, with horrible Blaſ. 
phemies, profaned the Name of God; and the 
Picture of the Devil being painted on the Wall, they 
carouſed Heakhs to him, to which the Devil an{wered 
immediately ; and the next Morning all tive were 
found dead, their Necks being broken, and fqueez'd 
to pieces as though a Wheel had gone over them, 
Blood running out of their Mouths, Notirils,and Ears, 
to the great Aftoniſhment of the Beholders, 

An Alewife in Xeſgreve near Iyjonn, who would 
needs force three Serving-men (that had been drink. 
ing-in her Houſe, and were taking their leaves) to 
ſhy and drink the three Outs before they went, that is, 
Wit out of the Head, Money out of the Purſe, and 
Ale out of the Barrel ; as ſhe was coming towards 
them, with the Pot in her hand, was ſuddenly taken 
ſpeechleſs, and fick, and her- Tongue (woln in her 
Head, and never recovered her Speech, but dicd the 
third day after. 

Two Servants of a Brewer in Ipſwich, drinking 
for the Rump of a Turkey, and' tirugling in cheic 
Drink for it, fell into a ſcalding Caldron backwards, 
whereof one died preſently, and the other lingri 
and painfully, fince my coming (fays Mr. War

wim in the Mill-pond ; his Wite and Servants know- 
ing he could not.{wim, pexſwaded him, and once got

In B armwel neat , a Jufty young man li- 
ving.at the lign of the Plough, with'two of his Neigh- 
bours, and one Woman in their Company, agreed to 
drink vp @ Barrel of firong Beer, anddrinking up the 
lame, three of them died within four and twenty 
Hours, and the fburth hardly eſcaped after great Sick- 
nels. 

A Butcher in Haſlingfield, hearing the Miniſter in- 
veigh again!t Drunkennels, being at his Cups in the 
Alchouſe, fell a ſcoffing at the Miniſter and his Ser. 
mons z and as he was drinking, the Drink, or ſome- 
thing in the Cup, got into his Throat and fuck fo 
there, that he could neither get it up nor down, but 
was choaked therewith preſently. 

At Tillmgham in Dengy Hundred in Efſex, Three 
young men meering to drink ſtrong Waters, fell by 
degtees to Half Pints, and one of them fell down 
dead in the Room 3 and the other- two prevented by 
Company coming in, eſcaped not without much 
Sicknels, 

At Bangy in Norfolk, three coming out of an Ale- 
houſe in'a dark Evening, ſwore they thought it was 
not darker in Hell it felt : one of then fell off the Bridg: 
into the Water and was drowned, the ſecond fell 
his Horſe, and the third fleeping on the Ground by the 
River fide was frozers to Death, 

A Bailiff of Hedley, being drunk upon the Lord's 
Day at Meiford, would now, | get upon his Mare to 
ride t the Street, affirming (as the report goes, 
fays my Author) that his Mare would carry him to 
the Devil ; and his Mare caſting him off broke his neck. 

Company drinking in an Alchouſe at Harwich = 
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the Night, over againſt one Mr. Rafſels Mayor of the |

Glafier in Chancery-lane in Londen, fell to a 
common courſe of Drinking, and being admoniſhed 
by his Wife, and many of his Friends, to leave off his 
linful Courſe ; yet he preſurning milch of God's Mercy, 
continued in his ſinful practiſe, till upon a time having 
overcharged his Stomach with Drink, he fell a vornit- 
ing, broke a Vein, lay ewo days inextream pain of 
Body, and ſorrow of Mind, till in the end recover« 
ing a little Comfort, he died, 

Four ſundry inſtances of Drunkards, wallowing 
and rumbling in their Drink, and flain by Carts, | 
(lays my. Auchor) forbear to mention, becauſe ſuch 
Examples are © common and ordinary. -

One of Ayleſham in Norfolk, a notorious Drunk- 
ard, was drowned in a ſhallow Brook of Water, 
with his Horſe. And one to my own knowledg in 
Yorkſhire being drank, as he was going home, fell 
down upon his Face into a very (mall running Water, 
and was drowned there, though the back tide of his 
Head was all dry, and not covered with the Water. 

Two examples (lays Mr. Ward) have 1 known of 
Children that murdered their own Mothers in drink, 
and one notorious Drunkard that attempted to kill 
his Father ; of which being prevented, he fired his 
Barn, and was afterwards executed, 

A young Fellow of Nerth- Allerton in Torkſhure 
being Drunk, and having ſome reproof given him 
by his Mother, he murdered her in her own Houſe, 
upon a Good- Friday ;, (he having received the Sacra- 
ment that day, and being but come from the Church 
a little before. 

At a Tavern in Breadfireet in London, certain Gen- 
tlemen drinking Healths to their Lords, on whom 
they had Dependance, one deſperate Wretch ſteps 
to the Tables end, lays hold of a Pottle Pot of Ca- 
nary Sack ;, {wears a deep Oath, What! will none 
drink a Health to my noble Lord and Maſter ? and 
ſo ſetting the Pottle Pot to his head, drank it off 
to the Bottom, but was not able co riſe up, or to 
ſpeak when he had done, but fell into a deep 
{noaring Sleep 3 and being removed, laid afide,, and 
covered by one of the Servants in the Houle at- 

C tending 
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tending the time of his waking, was within the 
ſpace of two hours irrecoverably dead. 

A man in S»folk overtaken with Wine, (tho never 
in all his Life before, as he himſelf aid a little be- 
fore his Death; and others that knew him faid the 
lame) vet going down a pair of Stairs, againſt the 
perſwafion of a Woman ( fitting by him in his 
Chamber) he fell, and was fo dangerouſly hurt, 
that he died ſoon after, not being able to ſpeak 
from the time of his Fall to his Death. I for- 
bear, fays my Author, to name the parties thus 
puniſhed for their Kindreds ſakes, yet living, fays 
he 


In Dengy Hundred near Malden, there fell out 
an extraordinary Judgment upon tive or fix that 
plotted a folemo Drinking at one of their Houſes, 
laid in Beer for the purpoſes drunk Healths in a 
firange manner, and all died thereof within a few 
Weeks after, ſore ſooner, and fone later. 

In Auguſt 1618, one Thomas Alred of Godman- 
obefter in Hunting donſhire, Butcher, an accuſtomed 
Drunkard, being entreated by a Neighbour to un- 
pitch a load of thy ; and being at that very time 
m drink, leting his Pitchfork flip out of his hand, 
and fiooping to take it up again, ſlipped from the 
Cart with his head downwards ;, his Fork ftanding 
apright with the Tines, he fell dire&ly upon them, 
" which at once run hidt-4nto the Breaſt, and tiruck 
his Heart fo, that he died ſuddenly. 

And in Jaly 1628. one Jobn Vintner of Godman- 
chefter Gardiner, a known Drunkard, and one that 
would profanely (eſpecially in his drink) fcoff at 
Religion,” and abuſe good men, fell from the top 
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of a Pear-Tree, and brake his Neck, and fo died, 

Manlixs in his common Places, gives a Relation of 
three abominable Drunkards, who drank fo long 
till one of them fell down ftark deadz and yet 
the other two nothing terrified with fuch a dread- 
Ful example of divine Vengeagce, proceeded or ſtill 
in their vain preſumptuous drinking, and poured 
the dead mans part into him, as he lay by them: 
So that the Text in the Prophet Iſaiab, Chap: 5; 
ver. 12. might well be applied to them ;, They rig ard 
not the work, of the Lord, neither conſider the opera-' 
tion of bis Hands. 

Se. Ambroſe tells of one Theorimus, that being told 
by his Phyticians, that much Quathng would make' 
him blind ; Fale Lumen Amicun, (aid he ! 


Farevel dear Eyes if ye can bear no Wine, 
Then ye no Eyes ſhal! henceforth be of mine; 


So that he would rather loſe his Sight than his Sin} 
his Soul than his Luft. And Sr. Auftix brings i 4 
Drunkaid faying. Malls ſe vitam quam vimum rips; 
he had rather fore his Life than his Wine. 

We are told' by a credible Author, That about 
eight Perſons that were Citizens, and Citizens Sons, in ' 
the Country of Swaben, meeting together at 4 Tavern 
on a Sabbath-day morning, proceeded to that height, 
that they drank themielves drunk, and then began to 
blaſpheme God, and ſcoff at the Vintner, who 4d- 
vifed them to leave drinking, and go to Church, 
and heat the Word of God preached 3 at which ad- 
vice they did not only contivue to mock, but conti- 
nued on their drinking 4 but on a ſudden the Devil 
coming in among them, ina Gentlemans Habit, and 

-þ drink- 
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drinking to them, (et their Mouths in fuch a Fire, 
that. thele Drunkacds not only becarue amazed there- 
at, but allo aker a miſerable manner were all ſtrang- 
led to deatb. 

A Soldier in Salizbury, in the mid( of his Health 
drinking; and Carouling in a Tavern, drank a Health , 
to the Devil, Gayiag, that if the Devil would not 
come,- ayd pledg him, - be would not believe that 
there. was cither God or.Devil ; whereupon his 
Compagions being, {rucken with Horror, haſted 
out of the Room: and preſently after hearing an 
hideous noiſe, and ſmelling a ſtinking Savour, the 
Vangnes went up. into. the Chamber, and coming, 
inz he miſſed his Guelt, and found the Window 
broken, the lrqn Bar ig it bowed, and all Blood, but 
the man was never heard of afterwards, 

A Vintget that acculiorned himſelf to Swearing 
and Drunkeunebs, - as he was upon a Loxds-day tand- 
ing at his Door, with a Pot in his Hand, to invite 
in, Gueſts, there came (ſuddenly fuch a violent Whicl- 
wind, as cargied him up into the Air, after which he 
Was, EXE RAKE, leery, 

Zeno the Emperor was ſuch a Drunkard, that he 
would often lie. as one dead for many hours ; (6 
that he giew not, only qdious tg all People, but even 
9 bis own Wile, who upon @ time buding him 
in.that a cauſed bim to be laid in a Tomb with 
a great Stone upon the top of it, whereby he was 
rilgrahly pined © death. i 

yy reports, of Flolmw King of Goths, 
t was by his drunken Servants thrown

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In Gleceſterſhire, an homid Patricide "was com” 
mitted by an ungracious Son being drank, upon his

The like unnatural Villany was committed by 
one Purchas an Efſex Moniter, upon the Body of 
his Mother, -whorh he likewiſe flew, 

In the Pariſh of Caftle-Trirra, is the County of 
Cavan in Ireland, x Gentleman when he met with 
jovial Company, uled to drink Healchs, and chrow 
the Glaſſes again the Walls 3 he delighted alſo to 
contradict what Miniſters delivered in their Sermons. 5 
and having heard one preach of the Benefits and 
Trial of a jufiifying Faith, aftet Sermon he de- 
manded of the Preacher, whether he could 1&6 
move Mountains ; if 1 could (et you do that, then 
(faid he) 1 would believe you had Faith, otherwiſe 
not ; for does nat the (Goipel (ay, 1f @ Afar bave 
Faith but as a Gravn of Muſtard ſed, he ſhall. ſay 
te Mount ains, be removed bence, and it ſhall be done ?

Gh&-falls of, Drink, which formers 
ly | have thrown again the Wall in-/a Free 
lick : and afterwards when ho faw there was 1D Re- 
medy, but die he tnuſt, bd. flid 2gain, O that 1 
now tad Faith likea Grait af 'Muſtard-ſeed:: awd 
a little aftes he deccaſed inthe fifry ſeventh year of 
his Age. 
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We read of a Drunkard (ſays Mr. Clark) who in 
the 'midſi of bis Cups, fold his Soul to the Devil 
for a Tankard of Wine, and the Devil forthwith had 
his Bargain. -- 

A- certain young man that had devoted himſelf 
to a pious and retired courſe of Life, was much aſ- 
faulted by the Devil by fundry Temptations, and 
prefled ro make choice of one of theſe three Sins, 
once to be drunk; or to lie with his Neighbours 
Wife, or to kill his Neighbour ; and the Temptation 
{o far prevailed, that at laſt he choſe the hirit, wiz. 
once to be drunk, as deeming it the leaſt Sin ; but 
when the Devil had drawn him to that, at the 
ſame time both the other Sins were committed by 
him: "For as St. Bernard obſerves, Ad wniverſe 
wel | crudelitatis wil turpitudinis facinors perpe- 
trands facils invenitar Via, cus nulla ſobrie men- 
I ratio, fed chrictas dominatir, When Drunk- 
enneis gets rule and dominion over a man, he 
is then eahly drawn to commit any fort of Vil- 
lany : ſo when the young man was gottendrunk, 
he then did nor ſcruple to lie with his Neighbour's 
Wide, and to kill his Neighbour too. 

A certain Drunkard whom I (Gays a godly Mi- 
nilter} knew very well, when! he - was in drink, 
quarrelled with his fellow-Servant, « and after a 
few words knock'd him down with his Flail, and 
Killd ' him at one blow; yet whew he came to 
his Trial, by the help of his Friends he made a 
ſhift to eſcape the Halter, and catne home again, 
and there he uſed to ſweat and curſe, and drink 
at "as High- a rate as ever ; but at laſt when he was 
jn the fame Yard, where he committed the afore- 

id Murder, he fell down dead in a moment : and 
wn — [ 
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| was ( faith the ſame Minitter ) one of the firſt that 
ſaw him, 

Mr, Baxter tells us a Story for a certain Truth : 
There is in London (faith he) an underſtanding fo- 
ber pious man, oft one of my Heaters, who hath 
an elder Brother, a Gentleman of contfiderable 
Rank, who having formerly ſeemed pious, of late 
years doth oft fall into the Sin of Drunkenneſs ; 
he oft lodgeth long together here, in this his Bro- 
thers Houſe, and whenever he is drunk, and hath 
Nepe himſclt ſober, ſomething knocks at his Bed- 
head, as it one knocked on the Wainſcotz when 
they remove the Bed, it followeth him ; belides 
loud noiſes in other parts where he is, chat all 
the Houſe heareth. They have oft watch'd, and 
kept his Hands, leſt he ſhould do ic himſelf 3 and 
his Brother has often told mie, and brought bis 
Wife (a diſcreet Woman) to atteſt it, who aver- 
reth moreover that ſhe watching him, has ſeen his 
Shoes under the Bed taken up, and nothing touch 
them; they brought to me the. man himſelf, and 
when we asked him how he dared to fin after ſuch 
a warning, he had no excuſe; but being a perſon 
of Qualicy, for ſome ſpecial reaſon, 1 (fays Mr. 
Baxter) malt not name him, 

Nathaniel Butler was tuſt addicted to Drunk- 
ennels, Gaming, Purloining, and Fornicationy be- 
fore he commutted- that murder. upon his. Friend 
Jobn Knight in Milk-ſtreet, London, 1657, tor 
which he was afterwards condemned to the Gal- 
lows and executed. 

Mr. William Rogers an Apothecary in Cyaye- 
krook, in Kent, exceedingly much given to Neink- 
ing, and recting, tho a young -man of 
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a pleaſing (weet Temper, was. often admonithed 
mobs by Mr. Robert Abbot Minitter of the 
place to come to Church, but had often promiſed 
and failed. But one Lord's.day in the moming, 
when he (aid he was ready to come, he was taken 
ſick and 'betook him to his Bed, but it proving on- 
ly an Ague, next morning he betook him to his 
old courſe again ; next Week after the Mefſenger 
of Death came in carneft, Mr. Abbot addrefled him- 
ſelf to him in his Chamber, with theſe words ; 
© how often have you deceived Ged, your own 
Soul, and me, and what is now to be done? I 
fear you. will die, and then what will become of 
you ! his Sickneſs prevailed, and there was too 
great a Firt kindled in his Breaſt to be ſmothered, 
it burned in his own Soul, and it lightned from 
his Heart and Lips into the Ears and Hearts of thoſe 
about him : one while he cries out of his Sins, 
laying, I have been a fearfu! Drunkard, pouring in 
one draught after another, till one draught could 
not keep down another, | now would be glad if 1 
could take the leaſt of God's Creatures which I have 
abuſed; and have negleted my Patients which 
have put their Lives into my hands ; and how ma- 
ny Souls have I thus murdered? I have wilfully 
negleQed God*s Houſe, Service and Worſhip 3 and 
tho I proper to go, God firikes mie- thus be- 
fore” the day of my promiſe comes, becauſe 1am 
unworthy to come amongſt God's People. Again; 
another while he falls to wiſhing, O that 1 might 
burn a long time in that Fire, (pointing to the 
Fire before him) {6 1 might not burn in Hell ; O 
that' God would grant me but one"yrar, or a' 
month, that the World might fre with what-an 

| | Heart 
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Heart 1 have promiſed to God amendment! O 
that God would try me a little, but I am un- 
worthy. Another while to his Companions -—. 
Beware by me to forſake your wicked ways, left 
you go to Hell as I muſt do; calls his young Ser- 
vant, tells him that he had been a wicked Maſter 
to him, But be wam'd by me, fays he, you have 
a Friend that has an Iron Furngce which burns hot 
and long; but if you give your felf to my Sins, 
you ſhall be burned in the furnace of Hell, an hot- 
ter Furnace, millions of millions of Ages. The 
Miniſter propounding the Goſpel-promiles of the 
largeſt fe, he cri'd, it is too late, | mult be burn- 
ed m Hell : he preſſed him with Tears not to caſt 
away his Soul, for Chriſt died, &c. he anſwered, 
he caſt off Chrilt, and therefore muſt go to Hell 
in ſhort, at laft in idleneſs of thoughts and talk he 
ended his milerable Life. 

Anno 1576, Tir-Owen, the Iriſh Rebel in Queen 
Eliz.abeths time, was futh a Drunkard, that when 
his Body was immoderately inflamed with drink- 
ing frong Drink and Uſquebath, he uſed many 
times (as Mr. Camden reports) to be ſet in the Earth 
ap to the Chin to cool himſelf. | 

A Gentlemati whom 1 knew, having been #t 'a 
Fair at North. Allerton in Torkſhire (a Town fa- 
mous for ftrong Ale) and there having overcharged 
himſelf with that Liquor 3 as he was riding horme- 
wards, putting his Horſe” into,a galloping, poſiure, 
the Horle being in great heart and very mectP'd, 
and he not in a condition to guide him, having 
gotten about a mile from the Town, the Horſe 
threw the Gentleman in the open High-way, and: 
kilPd him with the Fall ; for he died prefently. 


Another 
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Another Perſon with whom'l had been long ac- 
quainted, (he being Bailiff to the Lords of a Mar- 
ket-Town, where | kept their Courts leveral years) 
being full of ſtrong Drink, and not able to govern 
his Horſe, was in like manner ſlain with a fall from 
his Horſe, 

And one who lived in the ſame Town where I 
lived, having gotten too large a quanticy of (irong 
Drink, and riding his Hortle into a River to pals 
over it, the Water at that time being very high, 
and (ſcarce paſſable, aud he not keeping the Horſes 
head up againſt the current of the Water, when he 
came into the main Stream, being driven down the 
River, after a little while he parted from his Horſe 
and was drowned, 

And another of my Acquaintance, being invited 
by a Gentleman to the Tavern, and there drink- 
ing too freely ;, at his going homewards from the 
Tavern, on the back-hide of the Town, coming 
to enter into his own Yard, he fell from off a 
lictle Bridg at the end of the Yard, with his 
Head downwards- into a Ditch; and tho the 
Ditch were dry without any Water in it, and that 
he was miſſed, and found in a very ſhort time, yet 
he was found dead, for the weight of his Body had 
choaked him. | 

A. man being riding in the ſame Company that 
I was in, and being very full of fGirong Liquor, and 
capping his Spars to the Harles tides, the Horſe run 
into a Ditch or Gutter with the. man on his back ; 
and riding along in the Guttesx, a Tree in_ the Hedg 
over hanging the ſame, the Horſe run the man's 
Head againſt the, Tree, and beat out his Brains, 
and he fell down dead and never ſpoke one yy 
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of this fad Accident 1 was an Eye-witnets, and ſec 
the man?s Brains lying on the Ground, 

And one who was a cutſtomary, profane Swear 
er, and a great Drinker, being gotren drunk at 
North- Allerton aforeſaid, and defiring one of his 
Neighbours to let him ride home behind him ; 
when they cane near the Town where the Drunk- 
ard dwcl:, he defired to alight from behind his 
Neighour to calc himſelf; and fo getting down, 
his Neighbour rid along the Street 3 and ſome Com- 
pany coming not long after, found the man dead, 
lying in the Sacet with his Breeches about his Feet, 
in an unſcerm:ly and naſty manner. 

A Maton who loved flrong Drink too well, and 
was frequently drunk, one time lying down upon 
the ground to ſober himfclt when he was drunk, 
he fcll into a long Sleep, for he never awaked again, 
but was there found dead. 

A Farmer who lived in Cleaveland in Torkſhire, 
in. 4he fame. Ci nſtablery where | have a fanalt 
Eſtate, going with other of his Neighbours to 
pay his T ythe Kent to the Impropriator, who be- 
ing a jovial boon, free man, was very liberal, and 
betiow'd great ſtore of firong Ale on them. - And 
this man having, dunk too freely, had it ſeems 
got more than hc. was able to bear 1 for when he 
was got very near his own Houle, at his coming 
home, when he alighted from his Horſe, it being 
in the Night, and dark, and he not able to guide 
himſelf, he ſtaggered into a Pound clole by the 
Houle, and not able to get out of it, was in the 
Morning found ftanding in- the Pond, with his 
Back againſt the bank of the, Pond, and up to the 
Knees in Water, and there ftary*d to death. All 
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theſe eight laſt mentioned exemplary Judgments 
have fall'n within the compaſs of my own certain 
knowledg,

CHAP. IV. 4 


A Compendium of the Laws made againſt 
profane, idle, cuſtomary Swearing and Cur- 
ſing. 


Ipling and exceſſive Drinking having obtain'd 

a kind and favourable Reception, and in a 
manner a general approbation within this Realm, 
as appears by the ſeveral Adts of Parliament (mer- 
rioned before in the firlt Chapter hereof) made for 
the reſtraining this exorbitant finful Vice z the Peo- 
ple in their Frolicks, and extravagant Cups, were 
apt and prone to fly out (one profaneneſs ulhering, 
in another) into ſinful profane, deſperate Swearing, 
and Curſing, which by little and' little began 4& be 
ſo very common and practicable, that the Parlia- 
; ment 
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ment of 21 fac. 1. taking notice thereof, and 
knowing that profane Swearing and Curling is 
forbidden by the Word of God, they thereupon 
made an A fur the refiraining the growth of this 
catching Sin. 

Far by the Statute of 21 Fac. 1. Ch.20. it is 
Enacted, * That no Perſon or Perſous (hall pro» 
© fancly Swear or Curſe; and that if any Pezion” 
© oc Ferſons (hall offend herein, cither in the hear- 
« ing of any Jultice of the Peace of the County, 
« or any Mayor, Juſtice of the Peace, Bailiff, or 
&* Head Officer of. any City, or Town Corporate, 
©« where ſuch offence is or (hall be committed, or 
& ſhall be convicted by the Oaths of two Witneſſes, 
© or by Confeſſion of the party, before any ſuch 
« Juſtice of the Peace of the County, or Head Of- 
* ticer, or Juſtice of the Peace in the City, or Town- 
* Corporate, where ſuch offence is or (hall be com- 
* mitted, (which Oath they have power to admi- 
« nifter) That then every ſuch Offender ſhall for 
© every time ſo offending, forfeit and pay to 
* the uſe of the Poor of the Pariſh, where the 
© offence is or ſhall be commitred, the fuay of 
© ewelve Pence, to be levied by the C 
« Church-wardens, and overſcers of the Poor of 
* that Paziſh, by Warrant from ſuch Juſtice of the 
* Peace, or head Officer, by Diſtreſs, and fale of 
* the Offenders Goods, rendaing to the party the 
* Overplus: and in default of ſuch Dilireſs, the 
** Offender, if he or (he be above the age of twelve 
* Years, ſhall by Warrant from fuch Juftice of the 
* Prace, or Head Officer, be fet in the Stocks three 
© hours; but if the Offender be under that Age, 
* and ſhall not forthwith pay the fame fam of

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« twelve Pence, then he or ſhe by ſuch Warrant as

& And if ſuch Offender ſhall commence any Suit 
« at Law, againſt ' any Ofhcer, or other, for ſuch

& may plead the general Iſſue, and give the ſpecial 
© matter in evidence to the Jury at the Trial; and 
i if it be found againſt the Plaintiff, or Plaintiffs, 
* or they are Nonluited, then the Defendant, or De- 
& fendants ſhall be allowed good Colts to be taxed 
&* by the Court. 

& The Offence ſhall be complained of, and proved 
« 25 aboveſaid, within twenty days after the Offence 
& committed. 

And it is Enacted, ** That this AR ſhall be read 
& in every Pariſh-Church by the Minifier thereof, 
« upon the Sunday after Evening-Prayer, twice in 
* the Year. 

There being no Penalty inflited upon Miniſters 
by this Statute of the 21 Jac. 1. for the reading, 
thereof, it was therefore in molt Churkhes very (el. 
dom; and in ſome Churches never read 5 and it be- 
ing a long time fince the making of this Law, and the 
Penalty appointed thereby to be paid by the Offend- 
ers very ({mall,and proof by two witneſſes troubleſom, 
it was therefore very ſeldom put in execution.

Doi ry rye ow has 7d ary in the 
tixth and ſeventh years of his preſent Majefties reign, 
King William the third, ſomething ,more ſevere, as 
sppears by the Tenure thereof, hert after following. 
By 
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By the Statute of the 6& 9 Gal. 3, Ch,2: it is 
Enacted, « That if any Perſon or Perſons ſhall pro- 
* fancly Swear or Curſe in the preſence and hearing 
« of any Jultice of Peace of the County, Riding, 
©u or Divition, or of the Mayor or other Head Ot- 
ficer, or Juſtice of Peace for any City, or Town- 
Corporate, or by the Confeſhon of the party of- 
fending before any fuch Magiſtrate where the faid 
Offence ſhall be committed 3, that then for every 
ſuch Offence, the party ſo cflending, if a Ser- 
vant, Day-labourer, common Soldier, or com- 
mon Sea-man, ſhall forfeit and pay to the uſe of 
& the Poor of the Pariſh where tuch offence is com- 
mitted one Shilling, and every other Perſon two 
Shillings ; and in cafe any of the Perſons aforefaid, 
© ſhall after Conviction offend a ſecond time, fuch

ARL Godwin juſtifying himſelf before King Ed- 
| ward the Conteſſor, about King Alfred's Death, 
prayed to God that if he were any way guilty of it, 
he might never ſwallow down one morſel of Bread ; 
and thereupon by the juſt judgment of God, he was 
choaked by the tult Morſel he offered to cat, 
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We find mention made by a good Author, of a 
wicked wietch im France, 2mong the People cal'd 
Averm, that ftorfwearing, himdelt 1 an unjutt caulr, 


had his Tongue to tied immediately vpon it, that” 


he could not ipeak, but roat and fo continued till 
by carneſt Prayers and Repenthnce, the Lord reftor- 
ed 10 lim the ule again oFthat unryly and finful 


Member. 


Narciſſus Biſhop of Jeruſalem, a man famous: 


for his Vertues, and ſharpneſs in reproving and cor- 
zeCting Vice, was acculed falily and malicioutly of 
Mnchatiicy, by thice Sons of Belzal ; The firit pro- 
fancly laid, It | lie, | pray God | may periſh by 
Fire, Thee fecond, If I ſpeak ought but Truth, | 
pray God I may be confured by forme filthy ard 
crael Niteaſe, The third, If | accute him falfly, 1 
piay God 1 may be deprived of my tight, aid be- 
come Blind. Thus tho the Honefiy and Chatiiry of 
Narciſſus was fo well known to all the Faithful, that 
cy believed not what the Vailets aticiied $ yet the 
good Biſhop moved with grief of his Accufation, 
and paitly with the defire ot quietnels from worldly 
Alias, fortook his Biſhoprick, and lived in a De- 
tart for many Years, But theſe wicke>Þ Wreiches by 
their deaths, witneſſed his Innocence, which by 
their werds they had fo much impugned 3 for the 
hilt had bis Houſe fct on Fe fo ſuddenly, and in 
tuch a violent and extraordinary manner, that he 
perithed in the Flames, with all his Family and Pro- 
peny, Lie ſecond languithed away with a tedious 
intcE&ious Diſeale, that ſpread his Body all over. 
The third ſeeing the wotul ends of his Compant- 
ons, confefled all their Villany 3 and fadly lament- 
ing his wotul Caſe, and wicked Crime, peililted fo 
long, 
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long in- a continued courſe of Weeping, till both 
his Eves were out. And thus God in his Judg+ 
ment ſent upon each of them their wiſhes, and 
thereby manifefled the innocency of the good 
Biſhop, and cleared him from Shame and Opprv 
bity. 

A Fellow hearing, profane Curling and Swearing 
condemned in the Pulpit by a learned Preacher, and 
that it never eſcaped Puniſhment, faid in a bra- 
very, | have oft foriworn my felf, and yer my 
Right-hand is not a whit ſhorter than my Left ; which 
words he had ſcarce uttered, when prefently ſuch 
an Inflammation aroſe in his Hand, that he was 
conlirained to go to a Surgeon and pet it cutoff, 
leſt it ſhould infe&t his whole Body 3 and fo his 
Right-hand became ſhorter than his Lefr, in re- 
compence of his Perjury which he {o lightly eſteem- 
ed of. 

In the Town of Ratlinquen, a certain Paſſenger 
coming, into an Inn, gave a Budget with a good 
ſum of Money therein, to his Holt to lay by : but 
when he demanded it again at his going away, 
the Hoſt deny'd it, and gave him bad Language; 
with many Mocks and Tauntsz; fo the Traveller 
calPd him before a Judg, but having no Witneſſes, 
delued to have him {wern, which he without ſcru- 
ple offered to do, and wiſhed he might go to the 
Devil, if ever he received or concealed ſuch a Bud- 
get. Bur the Paſſenger as he was going out, meets 
two men, and being informed by him of the mat- 
ter, offer him their Aſſiſtance, and returned back 
again to the Judg : theſe two unknown Perſons jul- 
tied that the Budget was delivered to the Hoſt, 
apd that ke had hid it in fuch a place, at which the 
Holt 
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Hoſt became aſtoniſhed, and by his countenance 
and pefiure diſcovered his Guiltineſs z whereupon 
the Judg reſolved to ſend him to Priſon, but the 
two unknown Witnefſes (who were indeed Fiends 
of Hell) began to fay, you ſhall not need, for we 
are ſent to puniſh his Wickedneſs 3 and having 6 
laid, they hoiſted him up into the Air, where 
he vaniſhed with them, and was never aſter 
tound. 

In the reign of Queen Elizabeth, there was i 
the City of London, une Ann Averyes a Widow, 
who forſwore her (elf for a little Money that (he 
was to pay for fix pound of Tow, at a Shop in 
Woedfircet ; and being ſuddenly (urprized with the 

aſtice of God for this Wickednels, ſhe immediate- 
y fell down ſpeechleſs, and caſt up at her Mouth in 
great abundance, and with an horrible ſtink, chat 
matter which by Nature ſhould have bin voided 
downwards, and {© died. 

There was a profane wretch in Germany, that 
almoſt at every word he ſpake, the Devil was at one 
end of it; it walking he chanced to tread awry and 
fumble, preſently the Devil was in his Mouth ; 
and notwithſtanding the many Reprools he had 
from his Neighbours, with ſerious advice to cor- 
ret and amend fo deteitable a Vice, yet all was in 
vain ;, for continuing, this his preſumptuous Wicked- 
nels, and damnablc cuſtom, as be was paſling o- 
ver a Bridg, he fcll down, and in his fall uttered 
theſe words, Hoitt up with an hundred Devils ; 
which he had no ſooner ſpoken, but the Devil whom 
mo for © oft, was at his Elbow to firangle 
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In the year 1551. at Megalapsle near Faildftat, 
at the Fealt of Penteroft, the People being fet on 
Drinking and Carouling, a Woman in the Com- 
pany, commonly named the Devil in her Oaths, Gall 
at length he being fo often call'd on, came on a 
ludden and carried her through the Gate aloft in the 
Air, before them all, who ran out aftonithed, to 
fre whither he would tranſport her; and feting her 
hanging in the Air for a while without the Town, 
at length ſhe fell down dead to the Ground. 

About the ſame time there lived due that was both 
a monfirous Swearer, and allo otherwile very vi- 
cious, who tho he was frequently admorilhed to 
forlake his culiomary Swearing, and to amend his 
Life, yet it was all but loſt labour, for he would 
not at all licten thezeunto. And the Peſtilence being 
on a tune in the City, he became infeted there. 
with, and thereupon he withdrew himlelt apart, 
with his Wife and a Kin{woman into a Garden he 
hady and the Minilte:ts coming to admonith him, 
and exhort him to Repentance, he was fo far "from 
being touched in Conicience, or any ways moved 
with their godly Admonitions, that he firove ra- 
ther to harden hini{elf more and more in his Wick. 
ednels. And being one day iwearing and denying 
God, and giving himlclf to the Devil, and calling 
for him with vehemency, the Devil came and (natch- 
ed him up preſently, and heaved him up into the 
Air, his Wife and Kinlwoman looking on, and 
ſeeing him fly over their Heads, he was never af- 
terwards (een any more, 

A Pepiſh Prieſt on a time chundring out bitter 
Curſes in the Pulpit againſt Luther, wiſhed if 
Luther's Doctrine was true, that a Thunder-bolt 
might 
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might ſtrike him to death 3 three days after a migh- 
ty tempeſt of Thunder and Lightning ariſing, 
the Pricft ran to the Altar into the Church, and 
fell to his Prayers 3 but the Vengeance of God tound 
him out and his Hypocriſy, fo that he was fſtrucken 
in a manner dead with the Lightning ;, but coming 
to Life again, as they led him homewards through 
the Church-yard, another flaſh fo. {corch'd him, that 
he was burnt from the crown of his Head, to the 
fole of the Foot, as black as a Shoo, fo that he 
died with the manifeſt mark of God's Vengeance 
upon him. 

Beta reports, that he knew a man in France of 
_ pn well inſiructed in Religion, and a Mat- 
ter of a Family, who in his anger Curling, and 
bidding the Devil take one of his Children, had 
preſently his wiſh, for the Child was poſſeſſed im- 
mediately with a Eririt : from which tho by the tre- 
quent and continual Prayers of the Church, he was 
at length relealed, yet before he came to his perfect 
Health he died. 

The like hapned to a Woman whom her Husband 
n anger devoted to the Devil with bitter Curſes ; 
whereupon Satan affaulted her preſently, and de- 
prived her of her Wits, ſo that ſhe could never be 
recovercd. 

Another example, faith the ſame Author, hapned 
to a Perjurer that wittingly and wilfully forfwore 
himſelf, to the end to prejudice and deceive another : 
but he had no ſooner made an end of his falſe and 
wicked Oath, but a grievous Apoplex ſeized him, 
ſo that without ſpeaking any one word afterwards 
he died withm a few days. 


A 
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A-decrepit Romith Prieſt being by the help of 
others heaved and lift up into the Pulpit, and choo- 
ling the Text our of 1 Cor. 11, concerning the 
Lord's Supper, and taking occaltion to defend the 
Papiltical errors of the Maſs, he uſed theſe or the 
like blaſphemous Speeches, O. Pau!, Paxl, 'if this 
Nodtrine touching the receiving the Sacrament in 
both kinds be true, and it it be- a wicked thing to 
receive it otherwiſe, then | wiſh the Devil would come 
to take me : and then (turning himtelt to the People) 
if the Pope's Doftrine concerning this- point be nar 
true, then | am the Devil's bond-ſlave ; neither do 
I fear to pawn my Soul upon it. Theſe and many 
other blaſpherous: words he uled, tilt the Devil came 
indeed, in the likeneſs of a tall man, black and 
terrible, ſending-before him ſuch a feartul noiſe and 
ſuch a wind, that the People fearing the Church 
falling- dn their Heads were greatly amazed z, but he 
not able to hurt the reſt, took away the old lame 
Priett, being bs. devoted Bond-flave, and carried 
him fo far, that he was never after heard of. 

In the year 25564 at St. Gal/w it Helvetia, a 
certain man that eamed his living by making dean 
rough foul Linen againſt the Sun, entring a Taverns 
tailed fo plentifully of the juice of the Grape, that 
he vomited out terrible Curſes, againſt himſelf and 
others 3: amongſt the reſt he wiſhed if ever he wene 
into the Fields to his old Occupation, that then the 
Devil might come ard break his Neck yet not- 
withitanding his -late words, and. this his profane 
ind- wicked Execration, after fleep had conquer'd 
bis drink, and Gbriety reſtored ' his. Senſes, he went 
arg to his Trade z. zemembrivg his late words; but 
tte regarding: them © but however the Devil at- 
LF T0201 tended 
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tended him at his appointed hour, in the likeneſs of 
s big (warthy man, and asked him if he remembred 
his promiſe, the Vow which he "made the day be- 
fore, and if it were not lawfal for him to break his 
Neck ; and fo tiruck the poor trembling man over 
the Shoulders, ehat\his Feet and his Hands prefent- 
ly dried ap, and there he lay not able to tir, cill by 
help of men he was carried home, the Lord not 
giving the Devil ſo mach power as he wiſhed him- 
felf, but yet permicting him top him on this 
for, for his Amendment, and our Example.

Her fourth Husband was Otho 
Duke of Branſwick, in whoſe time the King of 
Hung oy drew her out of ber Kingdom, and having 
taken her, hung her out-of the ſame: Window, 
where ſhe bad hang'd ber firſt Hasband. 

An ancient Gentleman of good Account, marry* 
ing a beautiful young Gentlewaman, but having 
no I{ſuc, he took into his Houſe a young Gentle- 
man, 'a Neighbours. Son, and compleatly qua- 
lifed, purpoling to make him a' ſharer 1a his Eſtate. 
1 bis Gentleman grows familiar with his Wife, 
which gave ſo much occaſion of Suſpicion, and 
caus'd fuch a Rumour in the Country, that his Fa- 
ther requires him to return home again : He doth 
ſo, but at parting, promiſeth Marriage to the 
Gentlewoman, in caſe of her Old H de- 
ceaſe, and ſhe- to him, both with Oaths. The 
Old Gentleman's Maid meeting with this young 
Gallant over a Glaſs of Wine, tells him in private, 
bow much his Company was milled at her Maſter's 
Houſe, and his Return defired. But withal, tho 
ſhe knew the Familiarities' between him and her 
Miſtreſs, yet it. was all feigned, for another en« 
joyed both her Heart and Body (naming the Per- 
ſon) 3 the Gentleman is ſtartled, but incredulous. 
And after ſome time the Old Gentleman ſends for 
him again ; _— t, but very privily 
(having before by Letter delired that the Garden 
Door might be left open for him) and tells the 
Old Gentleman the reaſon of his abſence: , Bur 
before he went back, he goes to the-Gendle- 
woman's Beg-chamber ones (wha ofcen lay by

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her ſelf) and hears the Whiſpers of two diſtinct 
Voices. Upon which in a ſfudden-Paſlion, he re- 
ſolves to break in npon them,and run them through 
with a' Sword ; but relenting with tenderneſs, be 
departs ſoftly to his own home, grows melancholy 
and.diſtemper*d ; but recovering, he reſolved to 
travel. The Old Gentleman fends for him to take 
an unwilling Farewel: Ar the importunity of his 
Father he goes. Aſter Digner the Gentlewoman 
ſingles bim out for a Farewel, weeping in his Bo- 
ſom, and beſeeching him to have care of his Safe- 
ty, but eſpecially of bis Vow and Promiſe. In- 
itead of a Reply, he gave her a Letter, which he 
debtired. her to peruſe in bis Ablence., She opens 
the Letter, and reads there all the Story of her Luſt 
14id. open, - particularly and patherically, T his 
itruck/her to the Heatt... She falling preſently into 
Frenzy atd Deſpaiting, ſoon after died : Which 
News came to the Genticman before he reach*d 
Graveſind. T he Old Man afterwards inriched him 
with-a great part 'of his Land, which he enjoys 
(faith my Author) to this day. 

Thomas Savage frequenting the Houle of Hannah 
Blan, a noted Bawdy- Houle, iperding upon her 
{uch Money as he could get, - to fatisfy his awn Luſt 
and her craving Appetice, -is tempted firſt to ſteal- 
ing and purloining, from bis. Maſter, and at length 
to the morthering of 2 Maid, bis Fellow-Scr- 
vant z far which he wagatrerwards: brought to the 
Gallows and hang'd. 

Mr, Robert Foulks of - Stanton Lacy, fc{tan Adul- 
terer, 'and then a Murcheter of his Baſtard Child, 
ended his Days very tgnominiouſly' at 7y6xyn, tho 
Pcaizently. F 
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Jobn Aller:an Biſhop of Waterford in Ireland, for 
vnnatnral Concupiſcence,came £oa very diſgracctul 
end, being arraigned and executed ar Dublin for 
the lame, 

Venery was the Deſtrution of Alexander the 
Great, of Orbothe Emperor (call'd' for his good 
parts otherwiſe, Miraculum mundi) of Pope Sixrus 
4. Who died of a Wicked Waſte; of Pail the 4th, 
of whom ir paſled for a Proverb, Enim per eandem 
partemt animam profudiſſe, per quam acceperat.”” 

'Tis notoriouſly known, how far this Sin pre- 
vailed in England, amongſt the 1l:zy Monks and

he Miniſter of Staunton Lacy, Mr. Foulk» afare- 
mentioned, who was executed at Tybarng 7u1-3T. 
1678, far mardering his Baſtard-Child : being at 
the place of Execution, he admoniſhed* the Pevp'e 
to conſider the Miſchief of Uncleannef(s; and what 
41 $11 it was, for a Member of Chriſt 16 make 
himſelf the Member of an Harlot; that ic was a 
Sin that ſeldom goes alone, but is the Mocher-Sin 
to a number morez warning all to avoid the Snares 
of a Whoriſh Woman, and to'keep the Marriage- 
Bed undetiled, and to remernber his Ignominious 
Exit, occahoned by his finſot defiling of the 

ſame. H 3 Nathan! 
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Nathaniel Builer, executed in Cheapſide, 1657, 
for killing his Fellow-Prentice ; being at the place 
of Execution, he warned the People to beware of 
the Beginning of Sin, ſaying, When I was firſt 
enticed «mo Evil, 1 4s tender and fearful of it ; but 
nor diligently bearkring to the Word of God, nor the 
Voice and Cocks of Conſeience, I went on ſo, that by 
degrees I was emboldned in Sin, and at laſt it became 
as familiar to me a my daily Food, Therefore as yu 
love your Souls, take bred of the beginnings of Sin : 
H-1 bad ſo done, | had eſcaped this Pun t and 
Shameſal erd. O that 1 could prevail (cry*d he) 
with every young Perſon to caſt away Sin betimes, and 
check-it wn the firſt beg inning ;, and that I bad taken the 
Counſel which I have now given, &c. Loathing my Be- 
loved and Darling-Sin Oncleanneſ; : And admoniſh- 
ing all young People to watch and pray agaialt it. 
Hoping if he were toHive as many Years, as he had 
then but Moments to-live, he ſhould (through the 
Graceof Gad) never commit it any more. 

John Markerman, executed in Effex for murder- 
ing his Wife, April 19. 1680, confeſſed he had 
departed from'his God in his Youth 5 that he had 
negleed the Church and the publick Worſhip of 
God, and chooſing rather ro ſpend his time in an 
Ale-houſe :' Iz brought me (ſays he) to Evil Com- 
pany, and ſo to Drunkenneſs ; which getting an 
habit made me a profeſſed Enemy to God, and 
to give my ſelf over go Swearing and Curling, Ly- 
ing, Whoriog, and fo from one Sin to another, till 
| arrived at the heigbrof all Impiety, &ec. T hat 
formerly he loved ro commit Sin, but now hated 
the very thoughts of it, and would not commir 
a Sin for a Kingdom ; exhorting the People m_
